oils open, and must remain Micro unlil 
icy close. 
Every voter rnusi npply lo- 


ne of them, in person, for an enveiope 
i:d Iheee men can only deliver one of 
ach kind ol envelopes to such persons 
s ihey knoiv lo be voters, by an exami- 
ation of ihe Registry, and as Ihey deliv- 
r ihe envelopes, they must check Ihe 
ames on the Registry list. The ]cnvel 
;ie in which you will place your ticket 
or State officers, vill have the coal-of- 
rrns ol the Slate upon it; and lhat in 
•hich you place your ticket for Mem- 
ers ol the Assembly, will have upon it 
te arms of Ihe State, and also the words'

Having prepared your envelopes, ai 
ou go up (a Ihe ballot box, you call.

distinctly, and the 


iloderalor repeals it aloud, and thtn 
ausea the same to be checked on the 
Registry; you then hold up the envel- 
ope so that the Moderator can distinctly 
see thai you have but one in your hand,' 
and also that it bears no mark or device 
liy which if may be distinguished from 
he others. 
Having gone through with 


all ilus ceremony, you will liien deposile 
fonr envelope in the opening on Ihe top 
of the ballot box. 


All voters must be careful in preparing 


their ballots, not to soil them or make 
any impression upon them, by which 
they may be distinguished, because all 
such votes will be lost. 


Ue careful thal^'you place each licket 


in ihe proper envelope ; and also lhat 
the gum on the envelope is nol too wet 
or not wet enough, ns, in eilher, tase it 
will nol adhere,—and if any envelopes, 
are found even accidentally unsealed 
when the box is opened, mch'envelopes, 
will) all Uteir contents, will be deslroyed, 
without being counted. 


We are thus particular in staling, as. 


briefly as possible, the main fealurcs of 
the new law, because we presume that 
the majorily of voters will not lake Ihe 
(rouble to read Ihe law carelully through, 
and thoroughly understand what they 
have lo do.

In speaking upon this great moral 


ubject, I wish first to show you that 
ny opinions are.. authorized by the 
ford of God; I therefore shall read 
hat portion of the prophecy of'Isaiah,

with the ytith verse, (see text.)

shine,-—a mereIrjek'bf interested men 
to quiet the conscientious.- I believe 
it can be kept for any length of time 
—thai it can be sent to any part .of 
the world, and that it will retain'its 
properties in any climate; and, that 
there is not a particle of excuse, even 
for the use of the purest fermented 
wine, on sicramcnla! occasions, much 
less for the use of such as ate in gen- 
eral use, manufactured of logwood, su- 
gar-of-lead, vitriol and other like in- 
gredients, well saturated .with brandy 
and whiskey to makoil more striking- 
ly resemble "the direct importation." 
What an article for refined society! what 
a burlesque on the "fruit of Ihe vine 1"
